But there is a daylight savings feature that kicks in 
automatically, so those of us with these neat clocks will need to 
readjust the off-set to keep the correct UTC. 


Especially nice is the date setting--don't think I've messed up a single 
log entry since getting the clock.

Hi, Steve and group. 

For mobile QRP operations and, occasionally, for short-term /m QRO, I use a 
separate deep-cycle marine battery and keep out of the vehicle's electrical 
system as much as possible. The only place my Rock-Mite's ground connection 
meets vehicle ground is through the coaxial feedline at the driver's side 
corner of the rear bumper where it connects to the Hustler. This may or may 
not be the best technique in any particular mobile installation but it works 
well in my 1993 Toyota light pickup ( 203 k miles and counting)...oh, what a 
feeling :) 

Anyway, alternator whine is non-existent in my situation but radiated 
ignition noise does sometimes mask really weak signals...I need to do a 
little more work in that regard. 

I would like to point out that, currently, my 'Rocky' sits, caseless, next 
to me on the bench seat and that I have made no attempt at shielding the rig 
or the haywired cables running to and fro'. Therefore, it is impossible for 
me to say, with any authority, as to just how/where the low-level ignition 
noise enters the rig...hmmm...guess I could temporarily disconnect the coax, 
keyline etc and do some comparative listening...

Well, only had time to try one qso today with the end fed 1/2 wave and 
the little tuner in an Altoids tin. Well, I must say I'm impressed with 
the performance ! I had it setup basically as an inverted L using a 20 
foot long telescopic fiberglass pole. So I had about 18 feet of vertical 
wire, and the other 48 feet strung out horizontal (almost - it hada 
slight slope to it) with the end suspended about 8 feet off the ground. 
The horizontal portion had the end pointing almost due east. When I 
first set it up (in about 5 minutes time), I tuned it using the led swr 
indicator I had built into the tuner, then disconnected it from the rig 
and connected it to my MFJ - 204B antenna bridge to make sure the 
resistive bridge wasn't lying to me. Well, the thing showed a flat 50 
ohms at 7.110 Mhz on the bridge, so I was satisfied - time to put it on 
the air ! Sent a string of cq's and my callsign twice followed by 
another string of cq's, stop and listen - no replies. So I did it again, 
and hit pay dirt ! Snagged Jeff, N2YVF over in Palmyra, NJ and had a 
solid 599 copy on him and he was qrp too at 2 watts ! I was running 
about 1.5 watts from the SW-40+ and Jeff returned a 599 rst to me as 
well. Jeff, if you're on the list the card is filled out and will be in 
the mail Monday. Now I cant wait to get back to the cabin in the woods 
sometime soon to really give this thing a try - me and my ssb qrp buddy 
will have some decent competition against each other since we will both 
have an antenna now !

Although homebrewing is surely my most favorite ham activity, I do enjoy 
operating and events over the last week were so motivating that I feel 
compelled to briefly share them. 


I had recently sold off some gear that was not being used and purchased an 

FT-817 and various accessories. Last weekend I gathered all the items needed 
for a field operating adventure into a backpack, slung it over my shoulders 
and went out for my near-daily bike ride. (I'm an avid bicyclist and go out 


for long rides in the northern Maryland countryside 3-5 times a week.) 


After a good hard press over hill and dale, I'd find an appropriate park or 
trailside area to stop and unpack the radio, PAC-12 antenna, St Louis 
Radials, BLT Tuner, and Ft Smith Paddles. In mere moments I'd be operating 
on just about whatever band was open ... and loving it! 


It is such a rush to get out of the basement shack and operate in the open 
sunshine, breezes and passers-by. And combining personal activities like 
this (biking for physical health, and ham radio for mental health), actually 
generates more time for the family and ever-present household duties. 


Enabling factors of this neat new-found combination include: the splendid 
little FT-817 rig, of course, that does everything in such a small package 
. and (surprisingly) the backpack! 


I use the "Expedition Pack" by Communication Outfitters which is an 
incredibly useful tote, designed with ham radio field ops and the FT-817 in 
mind. It's designed to hold everything I need for a CW field adventure like 
described here, and a quick changeover lets me bring along my Warbler 
(10/20/30/40/80) and handheld computer (Libretto) to do PSK31. I make up the 
backpack and charge the batteries the night before in preparation for 
rushing home from work the next day to do a quick spin and ragchew in the 
field. 


Morals of this simple story? 

1) Operate the ham radio more often, in addition to building it all the time 
(or being on the Internet!); 

2) Operate out in the field and (re)discover how much fun "field day" can be 
every week; 

3) Combine your hobbies to increase enjoyment, save time; 

4) Consider getting a readily-grabbed portable station together with your 
favorite components for use on a moment's notice.

IT use an old military AN/URM-25D signal generator and though I knew the ins 
and outs until I realized that I didn't know whether the RF output meter was 
peak-to-peak or RMS. Anyone know? 


Please check/explain my math to me: 


(1) The output meter of the AN/URM-25D meter is set to 
10 uV and the switch is set to the 10K multiplication 
position. Therefore the generator is producing 10 x 10,000 
or 100,000 uV. Since 1 uV is 10e-6 then the generator is 
producing a signal of 0.1 volts according to the meter. 


(2) My scope attenuator is set to .1 Volt-per-division so 
if the output of the generator is measured in peak-to-peak 
volts then I should see a trace one division high on the 
scope. If I see a trace 2.828 then I can assume that the 
generator meter is calibrated in RMS and I am seeing the 
peak-to-peak result. Yet when I measure it, I get 
approximately 2.6 divisions or 260 mV or .260 Volts. 
Which I chalk up to "fudge factor" and analog error. 


Am I all wet? 
My thanks in advance for the help.

I don't know how far you want to go, but I have used an old garden hose 
buried about a foot or so from the house out about 30 feet to the base of 
the 5BTV Vertical. I used RG-58 X if I recall correctly. The Feeder 
outlived the Antenna. I also had some RG-59 Type "Twinex" LAN cable in it 
for another antenna at one time. 


It is advisable to feed a stranded length of common house wire (#14) or a 
pull cord in the hose before burial. 


You can also use a Cable "Snake" to get the coax in the hose, but it is 
much easier before burial. 


This is perfect use for the old Garden Hose. 


Of course, you can always Get Real Buried Coax from the Wireman. OTOH, 
that costs real money. 


My way is free or nearly so, depending on your resources.

Adam, Rod - The clock I puechased at Wal-Mart is an Oregon Scientific 
RM-103A. It is the horizontal silver colored model. The upright black one is 
an RM-106A, I believe. 


It is fairly impossible to figure out where to tap into anything on the 
inside, let alone the data stream. It will be interesting to see how long it 
lasts, and if it fairs well in the field. Definitely not Mil-Spec 
construction. 


The computer clocks here are set automatically with the internet. It is part 
of the operating system and is transparent to the user after providing 
initial settings. I don't want to start another OS thread, so I won't say 
which one. :%)= If it is not part of your operating system, I am certain 
that you can find a small freeware application that will do it with your 
operating system. There are a number of time servers, of varying accuracy, 
on the internet operating under the Network Time Protocol (NTP). It is all 
pretty cool. Of course most VCRs and TVs these days set themselves from time 
signals provided on the TV signals. My computer and VCR agree as closely as 
my eye can tell, so I guess it all works. 


What does all this have to do with QRP? Well accurate timekeeping is a must 
for accurate logging, particularly if you expect to get a QSL from that rare 
one. Most QSL managers are not too keen about pouring over their logs to 
find you if you are not in the log at the time you say you are. For contest 
checking, if the guy you worked is not in the log at the same time, you may 
have a QSO dropped. Long ago, the time used to be a required item to be sent 
in Sweepstakes. If you are into satellite operations, if you miss the time 
the satellite comes above the horizon by a few minutes, you have lost a 
substantial amount of the available operating time.Or all of it for low 
passes. And you avoid looking foolish. I recall a popular QRP oontest a few 
years back when a station was still calling CQ TEST 5 minutes after the 
contest had ended. - Dr. Megacycle KK6MC/5

(1) The output meter of the AN/URM-25D meter is set to 
10 uV and the switch is set to the 10K multiplication 
position. Therefore the generator is producing 10 x 10,000 
or 100,000 uV. Since 1 uV is 10e-6 then the generator is 
producing a signal of 0.1 volts according to the meter. 


(2) My scope attenuator is set to .1 Volt-per-division so 
if the output of the generator is measured in peak-to-peak 
volts then I should see a trace one division high on the 
scope. If I see a trace 2.828 then I can assume that the 
generator meter is calibrated in RMS and I am seeing the 
peak-to-peak result. Yet when I measure it, I get 
approximately 2.6 divisions or 260 mV or .260 Volts. 
Which I chalk up to "fudge factor" and analog error.

Bill, you are looking at the combo of generator and scope error of only 
about 0.7dB. All things considered, a discrepancy of less than a dB is 
great ! It's hard to read a scope closer than that, even at higher levels. 


I have had a AN/RM-25F for the last 20 years or so. It is stable and 
equally accurate and I usually use it with an external attenuator... It's 
principal limitation is that leakage corrupts measurements in the microvolt 
region, prohibiting measurement of MDS. The next time I use it, I will try 
it with a power line isolation transformer and a battery powered comm. 
receiver to see how much leakage is through the case and shielding. 


Try yours with a sensitive battery powered radio and see if you can 
attenuate the output to zero. I'd be interested in your results.

Although homebrewing is surely my most favorite ham activity, I do enjoy 
operating and events over the last week were so motivating that I feel 
compelled to briefly share them. 


I had recently sold off some gear that was not being used and purchased an 
FT-817 and various accessories. Last weekend I gathered all the items needed 
for a field operating adventure into a backpack, slung it over my shoulders 
and went out for my near-daily bike ride. (I'm an avid bicyclist and go out 
for long rides in the northern Maryland countryside 3-5 times a week.) 


After a good hard press over hill and dale, I'd find an appropriate park or 
trailside area to stop and unpack the radio, PAC-12 antenna, St Louis 
Radials, BLT Tuner, and Ft Smith Paddles. In mere moments I'd be operating 
on just about whatever band was open ... and loving it! 


It is such a rush to get out of the basement shack and operate in the open 
sunshine, breezes and passers-by. And combining personal activities like 
this (biking for physical health, and ham radio for mental health), actually 
generates more time for the family and ever-present household duties. 


Enabling factors of this neat new-found combination include: the splendid 
little FT-817 rig, of course, that does everything in such a small package 
. and (surprisingly) the backpack! 


I use the "Expedition Pack" by Communication Outfitters which is an 
incredibly useful tote, designed with ham radio field ops and the FT-817 in 
mind. It's designed to hold everything I need for a CW field adventure like 
described here, and a quick changeover lets me bring along my Warbler 
(10/20/30/40/80) and handheld computer (Libretto) to do PSK31. I make up the 
backpack and charge the batteries the night before in preparation for 
rushing home from work the next day to do a quick spin and ragchew in the 


field. 


Morals of this simple story? 

1) Operate the ham radio more often, in addition to building it all the time 
(or being on the Internet!); 

2) Operate out in the field and (re)discover how much fun "field day" can be 
every week; 

3) Combine your hobbies to increase enjoyment, save time; 

4) Consider getting a readily-grabbed portable station together with your 
favorite components for use on a moment's notice.

I use an old military AN/URM-25D signal generator and though I knew the ins 
and outs until I realized that I didn't know whether the RF output meter was 
peak-to-peak or RMS. Anyone know? 


Please check/explain my math to me: 


(1) The output meter of the AN/URM-25D meter is set to 
10 uV and the switch is set to the 10K multiplication 


VV VV VV VV VV MV 


position. Therefore the generator is producing 10 x 10,000 
or 100,000 uV. Since 1 uV is 10e-6 then the generator is 
producing a signal of 0.1 volts according to the meter. 


(2) My scope attenuator is set to .1 Volt-per-division so 
if the output of the generator is measured in peak-to-peak 
volts then I should see a trace one division high on the 
scope. If I see a trace 2.828 then I can assume that the 
generator meter is calibrated in RMS and I am seeing the 
peak-to-peak result. Yet when I measure it, I get 
approximately 2.6 divisions or 260 mV or .260 Volts. 
Which I chalk up to "fudge factor" and analog error. 


Am I all wet?

Since no-one has shown the slightest interest in a Li-ion 
charger, and since I don't either, I'm back to a simpler charger for my 
Ni-MH batteries. I was happy to find the new 7.6 volt 1600 Ma-hour 
battery is good for all week again! And I'm charging it for 13-14 hours 
at 150 Ma constant current from my HP lab power supply. 


I HAD a 5 volt regulator somewhere here but it's lost. So 
tomorrow Monday I will buy one and THEN find the one I already had. I 
will build it all ugly on a small piece of perf board using a 12 VDC 
wall wort supply. 


I decided to check out the charger I have been using for like 10 
years and it's the pits! I measured the current into a short and it was 
800 Ma! The voltage regulator just regulates to 10 volts! So this is a 
terrible charger. I will never use it again. My new one will put 150 Ma 
into a short or, a fully charged battery. That's why you need to time 


the charge.

Cal - On March 21, I sent the following to the list. It is still valid. 
The HF- Pack group has the results of an antenna shoot out. 


On 20 M the Miracle Whip was 10 dB down from a reference quarter wave 
vertical. 


What does this mean? 


If you put 0.5 watts into the reference vertical antenna you will need to 
put 5 watts into the Miracle Whip to get an equivalent signal. 


For strong "S9" signals, you probably won't notice much difference. On the 
Miracle Whip they will be S5 to S7. 


A CW signal becomes good, solid copy at 10 dB above the noise. Call it an S2 
or $3. With the Miracle Whip such a signal will be at the noise level. 


Most good CW ops can copy CW with the signals at or a dB or 2 below the 
noise. These won't be copiable with the Miracle Whip. 


I hope that this helps people judge the effectiveness of the Miracle Whip. -
